MUST END T H E WAR. 


Spain to Be Called Upon for Immediate 
Aetlon. 
New York, Aug. 30.—A dispatch 
from Washington says: General Wood­ 
ford, Minister to Madrid, started for 
San Sebastian to-day to present to the 
Queen Regent the proposition of the 
State Department for ending the war 
in Cuba. The result of his mission is 
awaited with muah interest by State 
Department officials. 
Minister Woodford’s instructions up­ 
on the delicate points involved in this 
diplomatic mission are said to be defi­ 
nite and conclusive. 
President McKinley looks to him to 
secure a positive reply from the Span­ 
ish government at an early date. 
If 
Spain fails to respond satisfactorily in 
the preliminary negotiations it is be­ 
lieved that Minister Woodford’s in­ 
structions authorize him to show the 
mailed hand and to let the Spanish 
government understand that the United 
States will not permit anything to in­ 
tervene until the matter has been fin­ 
ally disposed of. 
Assistant Secretary of State Day will 
return to W ashington this week, to 
await news from Minister Woodford. 
Mr. Day is to have full charge of the 
conduct of the negotiations.

D eath-B ed Confession as to th e F ate of 
th e K ansas Murderers. 
W. H. Coon, whose statement has 
cleared up the Bender rn J story, was a 
former resident of Clinton and was a 
ain dent in Milton college* 
He was 
married in Milton, his wife being a 
daughtei of the late Horace G. Hamil­ 
ton, and his three daugnters and one 
son now live in Milton, their mother 
having died several years ago. 
Mr. 
Coon is well kaown to Bock county 
people through visits to his relatives. 
He was told of the fate of the Benders 
by Cap tam Carroll, a former resident 
of Montgomery comity, Kansas, in a 
death-bed cjnfossion. 
The fate of the 
Benders has bwea a mystery eve1* since 
their wholesale murders in 1872 -73 at­ 
tracted national attention. 
The 
confession 
was 
made 
at 
Beatrice, Neb , three years ago, 
and 
Mr. Coon.kept his secret until last 
week, when he related it ti Judge W. 
D Webb, late of the Atchison county 
district court. 
The Bender house,as is well known, 
beoame a regular slaughter p=n. 
The 
number of the family’s victims has 
been variously estimated at 
from 
fifteen to thirty. 
In his confession 
Captain Carroll said he was one of a 
posse who dealt quick punishment to 
the murderers after their many vil­ 
lainies were discovered. 
He declared that a pjsse of deter­ 
mined men followed and overtook the 
Benders—William, his wife and K ite 
— twenty-five miles from their home, 
and first shot the old man full of 
holes. 
Kate Bender and her mother 
looked on unmoved. 
Kate was then told her time had 
come and she stood unflinchingly un­ 
til several ballets had pierced her 
body, then fell to the ground dead. 
Tne work was too bloody for some 
of the parsuers and Mrs. Bender was 
told to drive .or her life. 
She got 
away and nothing was ever heard of 
her afterward. 
The lynchers swore 
•screcy which has been observed an­ 
tu the present confession. 
The Bender house was constructed 
with a view to fo lia tin g the murder 
of such of the travelers as were sup 
posed to have money.

two rooms downstairs, the partition 
between them 
being covered with 
heavy ducking.
